About the year 1754, a phyfician in 


the city, who had for fome time employ- 
eda part of his time in obferving the 
ftate of the weather, the concomitant 
difeafes, and taken fome account of the 
weekly bills, applied to the company of 
parifh-clerks in London, and acquainted 
them, that, to his certain knowledge, 
their weekly bills were defective in many 
refpects ; that the Inft of difeafes was a 
very injudicious one; that their prefent 
labours, therefore, anfwered very little 
ufeful purpofe, either to pre He or 
to the community: however, that it 
feemed practicable to form a plan that 
would alike conduce to the advantage of 
their company, and to the intereft and 
fatisfaction of the nation in general, 


A memorial on this fubje¢ct was deli- 
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vered tothe company in form, fetting 
forth the particu! benefits hence to be 
expected :

man * who undertook the conduc of 
this affair in the Houfe of Common 
fitted onaclaufe being inferted in the 
bill, which totally overthrew the dcfizn, 
and was the principal caufe of its being 
rejected by a great maiority. 

One motive that was urged by thofe 
who were friends to the bill was, That 
it would furnifh the mof perfec batis 
yet extant for political calculations, re- 
fpecting infurances on lives, and other 
circumftances of apparent ut ility.

All this phos eho vou will fay, 1s 
little to the purpofe of medical know: 
ledge. But indulge me a few moments 
longer, and thould you ftill be of the 
fame opinion, I ihall ccafe to urge your 
admitting thefe remarks. 

Limow of nothing that would more 
efieétually conduce to ftate the different 
degrees ot healthinefs or unbealthinets 
inthe diferent parts of this nation io 
Clearly, as a proper bill of mortality; 
nor turgeft the neccflity, nor Pp rhaps 
the means, of fecuring the firft, or pre- 
venting the latter. The records cf the 
feafons, in refpeet to heat and cold, dry- 
neis and moifture, miade by incemous 
men in different parts of the kingdom, 
compared with fuch annual bills, id 
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woud 
afford many ufeful reflections to the fa 
culty, and benefit to the community in 
general, 
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bil I of mortality. Hf you will pleafe ‘oO 
an eye upon the article of Confump- 
tow in the yearly bu! > You 1 Ww iil per- 
ceive, thatin the laf year [1768] no 
lefs than 4379, Out of 23,679, are faid 
to have died of this diteate. From 
whence foreigners conclude, that the cli- 
mate is fo much difpoicd to produce con- 
funptions, that it may juitly be called 
unhealthy : A character it by no means 


cat 


deferves. 

You know that thefe bills are framed 
from the reports of common fearchers, 
ap salad to view the dead bedies, in 
order to prevent the concealment of 


violence. Thefe fearchers are, for 
the moit part, ignorant poor women, 


who, if they fee the body emaciated, 
immediately enter it in their report as 
confumption. I need not inform you, 
how many chronic, as well as long-con- 
tinued acute difeafes, in which the lungs 
are no otherwife affected than as fuffer- 
ing with all the other parts, wafte the 
whole frame, and bring it to the fame 
ftate as thofe who died tabid; but thefe 
ought not to be ranked under confump- 
tions, but under the feveral heads to 
which they belong. 

It was intended, among other faluta- 
ry attempts, to refcue our country from 
thefe unjult imputations, and to vindi- 
cate its character from the effects of ig- 
norance and inattention, That many 
cie of confumptious, is moft certain; 
but by no means in the proportion al- 
kdged by thefe erroneous accounts.

.H E. difpute between a branch of the

Caution and a 
cool prefence of conan may extricate Us 
out of the amie ulty s but either timidity 
or violence will deitro ry the Conleqt rence 
of the H——, orthe L. iberty of the Prefs. 

Free nations are naturally averte to 
thofe aioe regulations which de- 
pend upon the fro re nata opinions of 
men. They dread the privileges of Po- 
pular afflemblies as much as they do the 
prerogatives of a prince; and they | 
extremely unwilling to a know ledge that 
the will and pleafure of either area living 
law. On the other ly it isd. nger= 
ous to permit the paffions and defigns o! 
individuals to bring the queftion of mght 
toa precipitate decifion. Men who na- 
turally love the conftitution, may be in- 
duced through refentment to forget a 
moment their patriotiim ; and to agree 
to regulations againft immediate info- 
lence, that may be deftructive to future 
freedom. 

Had adminiftr: ation formed a pl Tl ¢ 
defpotifia, they could not have fallen cu 
means better fuited to their purpoie than 
that which fortune has offercd. Inthe 
contefis about the Middlefex ckctuon, 
the idea of minitterial interference could 
not be feparated from the tiiue of the dil- 
pute. In the prefent fracas about the 
printers, the Hloute of Commons ts on/y 
concerned, It is a point of privilege 
with which the crown has not the moit 
diftant concern. ‘To abridge the privi-

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however to the debate, it is neceflary to 
oblerve, that feveral inferior motions re- 
lative to the rale and order part of the bu- 
finefs, the adjournment of the main que-

At atime when we are told by every 
little pretender to patriotifm, that no- 
thing but parliamentary independency can 
pofibly maintain the liberties of the peo- 
le, it is with aftonifhment I fee two ma- 
giftrates of the firft city in the Britifh 
empire, endeavouring to deftroy the ve- 
ry exiftence of parliament, and even 
triumphing, though members of this 
Houle, in baving violated thofe privi- 
leges which are effentially necefflary to 
the maintenance of our juft weight in 
the conftitution. 

One of the moft favourite principles 
of the prefent oppofition, Mr Prefident, 
is, That all authority is originally deri- 
ved from the peaple ; and that, in exigen- 
cits of peculiar neceffity, where the 
law has provided no remedy for unfor- 
feen criminalitics, that then the power 
of the people thould interpofe, and the 
fafety of the ftate even juftify occafional 
intractions upon the eftablifhed ordinan- 
ces of the kingdom. The oppofition, 
however, while it reafons in this manner, 
while it contends for this all-ruling fu- 
wg in the people, never once re- 

ects, that it is actually enforcing the 
propriety of parliamentary privilege. —

As we are therefore the peotle of Eng- 
land, Sir, nothing is more abiurd, than 
to fay we are trampling upon the rights 
of the nation, when we are merely fup- 
porting ovr own conftitutional claims, 
and exercifing thofe powers which have 
been immemorially allowed us for the 
moft falutary purpofes. Gentlemen tell 
us, Sir, that the privileges of parhament 
are manifeftly repugnant to the {pirit, 
nay, to the letter of Magna Crarte ; — 
manifeftly repugnant to many politive 
ftatutes, which declare, that the tubjcét 
fhall not be deprived of his freedom but 
by the immediate law of the land. Now 
the law of the land, according to theie 
notable cafuilts, confifts in an act pafied 
by the joint concurrence of the three e- 
ftates in parliament, and not in the pri- 
vate refolution of any one. To fet up 
the private refolution of any one, they 
plaufibly enough argue, above the joint 
act of the three, is to commit a murder 
upon common ienfe, and to overthrow 
every idea of a rational government. 

It is net a little unfortunate, however, 
for the oppofition, that the law of the 
land, which is thus pleaded againft par 
liamentary privilege, actually admits th: 
exercife of privilege in the moft un- 
bounded latitude. It expreffes, for in- 
ftance, inthe gth claufe of the Bill o! 
Rights, THAT THE PROCEEDINGS OF 
PARLIAMENT OUGHT NOT TO BE IM 
PEACHED OR QUESTIONED IN ANS 
COURT OR PLACE OUT OF PARIS 
MENT [Vil 563}. How then have the 
city-magiftrates dared to fay, that then 
paltry corporation-chartcrs are to be put 
in competition with the dignity of par- 
liament ? How dare fhey fet their meon- 
Sderable claims above the whole bedy o: 
the British people ? Or how dare they 
imagine, that a Guildhall juftice is to 
determine upon the privileges of this 
Houfe, when neither the Lords nor the 
Crown would pretend toio dangerous 
a liberty.

Hints for fetting our foldiers to work, 


_would laft: fo much longer, and be kept 
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day in a week would be fufficient to 
make them expert foldiers; and, if they 
wrought duly the other five, and were 
paid as other labourers are, it would, at 
leaftt, make a double addition to their 
pay. Yet, as many mafters might, for 
a time at leaft, be backward In employ: 
ing them, unlefs at alow rate; fuppo- 
fing their week’s wages were but 3s. 64. 
what a pleafing addition would this be? 
Befides, their being honeftly employed 
would be a likely means to keep them 
from intemperance, gaming, and lewd- 
nefs, to which, at prefent, they are too 
much addicted. 

As moft of them have been brought 
up to fome trade, where-ever their own 
bufinefs fell in their way, they might 
earn more than I have mentioned, per- 
haps double the fum. And this might 
often be the cafe, if they were fo 
draughted, that the main part of a re- 
giment were of one trade, (except fuch 
trades as are every where practifed ), and 
each segiment quartered where that 
trade was carried on. With the more 
confiderate young fellows, that incline 
toa military life, this would be fome in 
ducement to inlift ; becaufe hereby they 
would havea chance of being oftenet 
fent into their own neighbourhood, and 
of adding the emoluments of their labour 
to their daily pay. 

Labour would, indeed, oblige them 
to wear more cloaths: but if they hac 
cloaths fuitable to their work, and kep' 
for that ufe only, their regimentals

THE matter of the goleta, in which

Plata of this garrifon, continues the exe- 
cution of his commiflicn, gave me the 
firft intelligence of your arrival and con- 
tinvance in this ftreighi; which gratifies 
my defire of paying my reipectsto you, 
as 1 now do by the faid officer and this 
letter, offering you ail the good offices 
dependent on me, and agreeable to the 
harmony and agreement between the 
two nations. 

After thus much, 1 cannot refrain 
from declaring to you my great afoniih- 
ment, at hearing from the faid pilot, 
that the interruption of his voyage, and 
his putting into this port, are owing to 
your having forced him to it: andif fo, 
which I much queftion, 1 make ne 
doubt, but that pilot gave fome caufe 
for fuch treatment ; for I can hardly 
think, that an officer of your rank, com- 
manding a fhip of war of fo civilized a 
nation, fhould be fo much wanting ia 
attention, and refpect due to the King 
my mafter’s flag, efpecially within his 
dominions. 

The faid pilot, and likewife his men, 
related to me feveral other particulars, 
and contirmed on the honour ot the faid 
oflicer, who is furnifhed with miftruc- 
tions for his conduct; and I flatter my- 
felf, you will confider and regard him as 
a fubjec&t of the King whom he ferves ; 
and further, that you will make no dif- 
ficulty of correfponding with him in 
writing, and of fending me fuch an an-

HE ath of June the Induftry, a 
T Spanith frigate, anchored in Port 
Femont harbour, having been, they 
faid, fifty-three days from Buenos Ayres, 
put in for water, and bound to Poit 
Solidad. The 7th, anchored here tour 
Spanith frigates, which had been twea- 
ty-fix days from Buenos Ayres, came 
ut in company with the Induftry, and 
parted with her four days before. On 
the arrival of thofe fhips, the Indultry 
hoifted a Spanith broad pendant. f now 
ordered moft of the officers and men be- 
longing to the late Swift on fhore to de- 
fend the fettlement; and ordered Capt. 
Maltby to get the Favourite nearer in to 
Jafon’s Cove. One of the Spanith fri- 
gates fent an officer on board, to ac- 
quaint Capt. Maltby, that if he weighed, 
they would fire into him; which he took 
no notice of, but got under fail. The 
Spanifh frigate fired two thot, which 
dropt to leeward of the Favourite, three 
of them got under way, and kept work- 
ing to windward, as did the Favourite. 
Capt. Maltby fent an officer on board 
the Spann Commodore, to know the 
realon why one of the thips under his 
command had fired two thot at the Fa- 
vourite. His anfwer was, that they 
were not fired at the Favourite, but as 
fynals to him. 

Since the frit appearance of thofe thips, 
Ibegan to clear the ftores out of the 
Biock-houfe.—The four twelve-poun- 
ders at the battery were fo funk down in 
water and mud, that they were entirely 
uiclefs. —I had them tranfported to the 
Block-houfe, and had port-holes cut out 
forthem with a platform, before cover- 
ed round with the cordage. 

We now wrote to the Spanifh com- 
Modore, defiring, as he had received 
the tefrefhments he ftood in need of, 
that he would depart from hence. His 
anfwers, with the preparations they were 
making, ieft vs no doubt of their reat 
Mention. — The Spanith Commodore, 
mone of his letters, defired us to fend 
to view the troops that were ready for 

landing ; which we did im the cvenieg 
Gi the otir, 


Our officers reported them to be (fea- 
men and all included) about fixteen 
hundred, with a train of artillery fuf- 
ficicat to reduce a regular fortification, 
and five frigates, from twenty to thirty- 
wo guns. By this time the frigates had 
warped in fhore, and moored head and 
ftern oppofite to the Block-houfe and 
battery. At night Capt. Maltby, with 
fifty of the Favourite’s men, came on 
fhore, and brought with them two fix- 
pounders, ten iwivels, fimall arms, am- 
munition, &c. ‘The next morning a 
part of the Spanith troops and artillery 
landed about half a mile to the north- 
waid of us. When they had advaneed a- 
bout half way to us from where they had 
landed, the reft of their boats, with the 
remainder of the troops and artillery, 
put off from one of the Spaniih frigates, 
and rowed right in for the Cove, covered 
by the fire of the frigates, whofe thot 
went over the Block-houfe. 

We fired fome thot, and (not feeing 
the leaft probability of being able againit 
fuch a fuperior force to defend the iettie- 
ment) hoifted a flag of truce, and defired 
articles of capitulation, which were in 
part granted. Their troops then landed, 
and took pofiefiion of the place. 1 tend 
you by Mr Gower (late Lieutenant of 
the Swift), who goes exprefs, copies of 
all the letters, articles and capitulation, 
receipts, &c. that pafied between the 
Spaniards and us.

eficcts fhe can carry, to be tranfported 
out of the American dominions belong- 
ing to the Catholic King, my matter, 
after duly delivering every thing in pro- 
per form to Don Philip Ruiz Puenta, 
Governor of thefe iflands of Magellan, 
refiding in the eaftermoft, to which we 
will- immediately give an account, that 
he may come in perfon, or fend his de- 
puty, without delay, to take charge of 
the ftore-houfe, ftores, &c. that the 
Englifh have. As this is part of his go- 
vernment, he is and will be anfwerable 
to my Sovereign for the good hufbandry 
of what will be delivered to him, or ta 
his deputy, commiffioned for that pur- 
poi; and till this can be performed 
with all requifite formalities, the Fa- 
vourite fhall not move, unlefs by any ac- 
cident Don Philip Ruiz Puenta, or hig 
deputy, fhould delay coming; in which 
cafe, if it fhould exceed forty days, the 
Favourite may fail whenever they think 

proper, 
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proper, with all that the can carry; but 
dhe can never go out until twenty days 
after one of the frigates under my com- 
mand; and for the further fecurity of 
ebicrving the capitulation, the Favourite 
frivate thall be difmantied, by putting 
&er rudder on fhore. 

IV. That what we fhali not be able to 
earry with us, you will give us receipts 
for, exprefling every article left here, 
that we may be able to give an account 
thereof when required. — There will be 
receipts given for all the ftores, &c. that 
his Britannic Majeity’s Boop Favourite 
fannot carry. 

VY. That at the time we are going to 
mmbark on beard his Maijefty’s foop Fa- 
vourite, (after concluding the inventories, 
and delivering every thing to you in 
proper form), we may have liberty to 
march off under arms, withdrums beat- 
ing, colours flying, &c. without being 
mmcommoded or injured. — That at the 
time of their imbarking on board the 
Favourite, they mutt acquaint the Spaniih 
Commodore thereof to agree upon the 
hour, as the Englith are not allowed to 
take arms without giving notice to the 
faid Commander, that he may give or- 
<dlers to be obierved what they have de- 
fired, in order that they may not be in- 
commoded or injured at their departure ;

SIR, 
Q write for profit, without taxing 
the prefs; to write for fame, and 
to be unknown; to fupport the in. 
trigues of faction, and to be difowned, 
asa dangerous auxiliary, by every par- 
ty in the kingdom, — are contradictions, 
which the minilter muft reconcile before 
I forteit my credit with the public, | 
may quit the fervice, but it would be 
abfurd to fuipect me of defertion. The 
reputation of thefe papers is an honour. 
able pledge for my attachment to the 
people. To facrifice a refpe@ed charac- 
ter, and to renounce the efteem of fo- 
ciety, requires more than Mr Wedder- 
burne’s refolution: and though, in him, 
it was rather a profeflion than a detertion 
of his principles, (1 fpeak tenderly of 
this gentleman; for when treachery is 
in queftion, I think we fhould make al- 
lowances for a Scotchman); yet we have 
feen him in the Houfe of Commons o- 
verwhelmed with confufion, and almot 
berett of his faculties. But im truth, 
Sir, T have left no room for an accom- 
modation with the piety of St James's. 
My offences are not to be redeemed by 
recantation or repentance. On one fide, 
our warmett patriots would difclaim me 
as a burthen to their honeft ambition: 
on the other, the vileft proftitution, if 
Junius could defcend to it, would lote 
its natural merit and influence in the 
cabinet, and treachery be no longer a 
recommendation to the royal favour. _ 
The perfons, who, till within theie 
few years, have been moft diftinguifhed 
by their zeal for high-church and prero- 
gative, are now, it feems, the great al- 
iertors of the privileges of the Houte of 
Commons. This fudden alteration of 
their fentiments or language carries with 
it a fufpicious appearance. When I 
hear the undefined privileges of the po 
pular branch of the legiflature exalted by 
‘Tories and Jacobites, at the expence of 
thofe ftrict rights which are known to 
the fubject, and limited by the laws, ! 
cannot but fufpect that fome mifchievor's 
icheme isin agitation, to deftroy both 
law and privilege, by oppoling them to 
each other. ‘They who have uniformly 
denied the power of the whole Iegiflaturc 
toalter the defcent of the crown, and 
whofe anceflors in rebellion againit bis 
Majeity’s family, have defended that 
doctrine at the hazard of their lives, = 
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us, that privilege of parliament is 
the only rule of right, and the chief fe- 
curity of the public liberty.—I fear, Sir, 
that while forms remain, there has been 
fome material change in the fubitance of 
our conftitution. ‘The opiaions of thefe 
men were too abfurd to be fo eatily re- 
nounced. Liberal minds are open to 
conviction: liberal doétrines are capable 
of improvement. ‘There are profelytes 
fren Atheifm, but none from Superfti- 
tion. If their prefent profeffians were 
fincere, 1 think they could not but be 
highly offended at feeing a queftion con- 
cerning parliamentary privilege, unne- 
ceflarily ftarted, at a featon fo untavour- 
able to the Houfe of Commons, and by 
fo very mean and infignificant a perfon 
asthe Minor Onflow. They knew, that 
the prefent Houfe of Commons having 
commenced hoftilities with the people, 
and degraded the authority of the laws 
by their own example, were likely e- 
nough to be refifted per fas et nefas. Uf 
they were really friends to privilege, they 
would have thought the queftion of right 
too dangerous to be hazarded at this 
feafon, and, without the formality of a 
en, would have left it undeci- 
ded, 

I have been filent hitherto, though 
not from that ihameful indifference about 
the interefts of fociety which too many 
of us profefs, and call moderation. I 
confefs, Sir, that I felt the prejudices of 
my education in favour of a Houfe of 
Commons, ftill hanging about me. I 
thought that a queftion between law and 
privilege could never be brought to a 
formal decifion, without inconvenience 
to the pablic fervice, or a manifeft dimi- 
nution of legal liberty, and ought there- 
fore to be carefully avoided : and when 
I faw, that the violence of the Houfe of 
Commons had carred them too far to 
retreat, [ determined not to deliver a 
hafty opinion upon a matter of fo much 
delicacy and importance. 

The ftate of things is much altered in 
this country fince it was neceffary to 
protect our reprefentatives againit the 
direé power of the crown. We have 
Nothing to apprehend from prerogative, 
but every thing from undue influence. 
Formerly it was the intereft of the peo- 
ple, that the privileges of parliament 
fhould be left unlimited and undefined : 
at prefent it is not only their intereft, 
but I hold it to be effentially neceflary 
to the prefervation of the’ conttitution, 
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that the privileges of parliament fhould 
be ftri@ly afcertained, and be confined 
within the narroweft bounds the nature 
of their inftitution will admit of. Upon 
the fame principle on which I would 
have refifted prerogative in the laft cen~ 
tury, I now refift privilege. It is indif- 
ferent to me, whether the crown, by its 
own immediate act, impoies new, and 
difpenies with old laws, or whether the 
fame arbitrary power produces the fame 
effects through the medium of the Houfe 
of Commons. We trufted our repre~ 
fentatives with privileges for their own 
defence and ours. We cannot hinder 
their defertion, but we can prevent their 
carrying over their arms to the fervice of 
the enemy. 

It will be faid, That I begin with en- 
deavouring to reduce the argument con- 
cerning privilege to a mere queftion of 
convenience ;—that I deny at one mo- 
ment what I would allow at another ; 
and that to refift the power of a profti- 
tuted Houfe of Commons may eftablifh 
a precedent injurious to all future par- 
liaments.—To this I anfwer, generally, 
That human affairs are in no inftance 
governed by ftrict pofitive right. If 
change of circumftances were to have no 
weight in directing our conduct and o- 
pinions, the mutual intercourfe of man- 
kind would be nothing more than a con- 
tention between pofitive and equitable 
right ; fociety would be a ftate of war, 
and law itfelf would be injuftice. On 
this general ground, it is highly reafon- 
able, that the degree of our fubmiffion 
to privileges which have never been de- 
fined by any pofitive law, fhould be con- 
fidered as a queflion of convenience, and 
proportioned to the confidence we re- 
pofe in the integrity of our reprefenta- 
tives. As tothe injury we may doto 
any future and more refpectable Houfe 
of Commons, Town |am not now fan- 
guine enough to expeci a more plentiful 
harveft of parliamentary virtue in one 
year than another. Our political climate 
is feverely altered; and without dwel- 
ling upon the depravity of modern times, 
I think no camealaa man will expect, 
that, as human nature is conftituted, 
the enormous influence of the crown 
fhould ceafe to prevail over the virtue of 
individuals. The mifchief lies too deep 
to be cured by any remedy, lefs than 
fome great convulfion, which may either 
carry back the conftitution to its original 
principles, or utterly deftroy it. Ido 
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not doubt, that, in the firft feffion after 


the next election, lome poy ular 
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—To eftablihh a claim of privilege in ¢. 
ther Houfe, and to ditting: with original 
richt from an ufurpation, it mutt appear, 
that it is indifper ifably necetiary for the 
performance of the duty they are em- 
ployed in, and alfo that it has been un 

formy allowed. From the fir’ part of 
this defeription it follows clearly, that 
whatever privilege does of right belong 
seen amas Houfe of Commons, did 
equally belor ng to the firft afiembiy of 
thei ir prec leceffors » was as completely 
vetted in them, and might have been ex- 
ercifed in the fame extent. From the 
fecord we muft infer, that privileges 
which, for feveral centuries, were not 
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though impofed upon three fucceffive 
pa liaments, (in the year 1593—1597-- 
and 1601), Was never once difputed by 
the Houfe of Commons. [xxvi. 533. 1 

{know there are many precedents of 
arbitrary commitments for contempt 5 
but, befides that they are of too modern 
a date to warrant a prefumption that fuch 
a power was originally vefted m= the 
Houle of Commons, fd alone does not 
conftitute right. Mt it docs, general war- 
rants were lawful; an ordinance of the 
two Houies s has a torce egual to law 4 
and the criminal jurifdiciion ‘affumed by 
the Commons in 4621, in the cafe of Ed- 
ward Loyd, is a good precedent, to 
warrant the hke proceedings againtt any 
man who ihall una viiedly mention the 
folly of a king or the ambition of a prin- 
cefs.— The truth ts, Sir, that the greatett 
and mott exceptionable part of the pri- 
vileges now contendcd tor, were intro- 
duced and aflerted by a Houle of Com- 
mons which abolithed both monarchy 
and pecrage; and whole proceedings, 
although they ended im one glorious act 
of fubitantial juftice, could no way be 
reconciled to the forms of the conftitu- 
tion, Their {uccefiors profited by the 
example, and confirmed. their power by 
making a moderate or a popular ufe of 
it. ‘Thus it grew by degrees, from a 
hotorious innovation at one period, 
be tacitly admitted as the privilege s 
parlament at another. 

If however it could be proved, from 
confiderations of neceflity or conveni- 
cence, that an unlimited power of com- 
mitment ought to be intrufied to the 
Houle of Commons, and that is fad 
they have cxerciled it without oppofi- 
tion; ftill, in contemplation of law, the 
prety Imption is ftrongly againithem. It 
is a leading maxim of the laws of Eng- 
land, (and, without it, all laws are nu- 
gatory )» That there is no right without 
aremedy, nor any legal power wanes 

a eal courte to carry it into efieét. Let 

he POWCT HOw in gueflion be tried by 
t isrule. The Speaker iffues his war- 
rant of attachment ; the party attached 
either refills force with force, or appeals 
toa ma gift rate, who declares the war- 
rant illegal, and difcharges the prifoner 
Does the law provide no legal means 
for inforcing a legal warrant? Ts there 
no regular proceeding pointed out in 
our law-books to aflert and vindicate 
the auth ority of fo high a court as th 


Houfe of Commons? The queftion 1s 
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anfwered diredily by the fad. Their 
unlawful commands are refitted, and they 
have noremedy. The imprifonment ot 
their own members is revenge indeed, 
but it is no affertion of the privilege they 
contend for. Their whole proceeding 
ftops, and there they ftand, afhamed to 
retreat, and unable to advance.— 51, 
thefe ignorant men fhould be informed, 
that the execution of the laws of Fung- 
land is not left in this uncertain, defence- 
lets condition, li the procets of the 
courts of Weflmintter-hall be refifted, 
they havea direct courfe, fufficient to 
inforce fubmiftion. The court of King’s- 
bench commands the fheriff to raife the 
po! le comitatus. ‘The courts of chancery 
and exchequer iffue a writ of rebellion, 
which mutt alfo be fupported, if necef- 
fury, by the power of the country. To 
whom will our honcft re prefe ntatives di- 
cect their writ ofrebetlion? ‘The guards, 
i doubt not, are willing enough to be 
et ployed 5 but they know nothing of 
the ‘do Shine of writs, and may think it 
neceflary to wait fora letter from Lord 
B arringt« yn. 
it may now be objected to me, That 
: prove too much 3 for that 
certainly there may be inftances of con- 
tempt and infult to the Houfe of Com- 
mons, which do not fall within my own 
» exceptions, yet, in regard to the dignity 
of the Houte, ought not to pafs unpu- 
niihed. —Be it fo. The courts of cri- 
minal jurifdiction are open to profecu- 
tions, which the Att torney-General may 
commence by information or indictment. 
A libel, tending to afperfe or vilify the 
Houle of Commons, or any of their 
members, may be as feverely punifhed 
in the court of king’s-bench, as a libel 
upon the King. Mr De Grey thought 
fo when he drew up the information up- 
on my letter to his Majefty, or he had 
no Meaning in charging it to be a fean- 
dalous libel upon the Houfe of Com- 
mons. In my opinion, they would con- 
fult theirreal dignity much beiter, by ap- 
pealing to the laws when they are offend- 
ed, than by violating the Airtt principle of 
natural juflice, which forbids us to be 
> sees when we are parties to the caule. 
I do not mean to puriue them through 
the remainder of their proceedings. ba 
their firtt refolutions, it is poflible they 
might have been deceived by itl-conti- 
dered precedents. For the reft tnere 
is no colour of palliation or cxcule. 
‘Vhey have adviled the King t 
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fume a power of difpenfing with the 
laws by royal proclamation; and kings, 
we fee, are ready enough to follow fuch 
advicg. By mere violence, and without 
the thadow of right, they have expun- 
ged the record of a judicial proceeding. 
Nothing remained, but to attribute to 
their own vote a power of ftopping the 
whole diftribution of criminal and civil 
juftice, 

The public virtues of the chief magi- 
ftrate have long fince ceafed to be in que- 
ftion. But it 1s faid that he has private 
good qualities, and I myfelf have been 
ready to acknowledge them. They are 
now brought tothe teft.—If he loves 
his people, he will diffolve a parliament, 
which they can never confide in or re- 
ipect. If he has any regard for his own 
honour, he will difdain to be any longer 
connected with fuch abandoned proftitu- 
tion. But if it were conceivable, that 
a king of this country had loft all fenfe 
of perfonal honour, and all concern for 
the welfare of his fubjects, I confefs, 
Sir, I fhould be contented to renounce 
the forms of the conftitution once more, 
Vf there were no other way to obtain 
dubftantial juftice for the people.

Pwo apologies are made for the Prin- 
ter and the Magiitrates: One, That the 
Houte of Commons had no authority to 
take the printer into cuftody at all ; the 
other, That they had no authority to

With regard to the firft of thefe apo- 
logics, the Houfe of Commons, in what 
they did, have kept ttrictly werhin their 


Powers: they have done only what every 
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» of the city-magittrates, in aid of 


court in the nation hasaright todo. A 
power in a political affembly, or a court, 
to make rules concerning the condu& of 
their proceedings, implies a power to 
make thofe anfwerable who tranf{grefy 
them; and the right to do fo, becomes 
double in ftrength, when the tranigref. 
fors are themfelves members of the body 
which they affront. The Commons are 
warranted too by record, precedent, con- 
tinual experience; for the inftances in the 


Journals are innumerable, in which they ~ 


have, with the fame fpirit, vindicated 
their authority. Twice only in the 
courfe of five centuries, to wit, in the 
years 1680 and 1701, has the power of 
the Houfe of Commons, to commit o- 
thers than their own members, been dif- 
puted. But the Houfe then refolved, 
‘¢ That to affert, the Houfe.of Commons 
have no power of commitment but of 
their own members, tends to the fubver- 
fion of the Houfe of Commons.” Jour 
nals, Feb. 26. 1701. 

The refolution of the Houfe of Lords 
in the cafe of Afhby and White contra- 
dicts none of the principles I. have men- 
tioned, A vote of the Houfe of Com- 
mons had declared, that the right of ¢- 
lection in the borough of Aylefbury was 
in the inhabitants not receiving alms. 
The conftables rejected the votes of 
fome electors who did not receive alms. 
Thefe electors brought an a&ion of da- 
mages at common law againft the confta- 
bles. ‘The majority of the Houfe of 
Commons accounted this a breach of 
privilege. But many great names held 
itto be none. Sir Jofeph Jekyll, in the 
debate, declared, that the action, m- 
ftead of being in oppofition to the pri- 
vileges of the Houfe, was in direct pur- 
fuance of them; for that it was meant 
to afk the affittance of the common law, 
not to contradict, but to fupport a vote 
of the Houfe of Commons. The Houte 
of Lords thought as thefe laft thought; 
whether rightly or not, is of no import- 
ance to the prefent queftion ; for it 13 
plain, the difpute was concerning the 
application of the right to a particular 
queftion, not concerning the right itfelf. 
The majority andthe minority of the 
Houfe of Commons, and the Houfe of 
Lords, all equally acknowledged the 
right of the Commons to affert the pr 
vileges which belonged to them. 

With regard to the other apology, the 
Commons atted within their powers: 108 
the law of England knows no fanctuari¢s

of Parliament. They acted by record, 
recedent, continual experience: for the 
saftances are numerous in the Journals, 
jn which the Commons have fent their 
officer into the city for delinquents ; 
have fent their committees to exercile 
jurifdiction in it ; and have brought the 
Sheriffs, and other officers of the city, 
to their bar, for offences againft the 
Commons of England. 
The decency of this apology, in the 
mouths of the Common Council, may 
perhaps be called in queftion, ** 27° E- 
lifabeth. 1584, the Houie of Commons 
ordered, That the Serjeant of this Houfe 
do forthwith goto the Common-Pleas 
bar, and charge the Recorder, then 
pleading there, to make his prefent re- 
pair into this Houle.” Sir Simon D’ 
Ewes’ Journ. 347. col. 2. — Judge Berk- 
ley was feized by order of one of the 
Houfes of Parliament, while he was 
fitting on his tribunal. Hume 6th, 413. 
—* Anno 31° Hen. VI. when the 
Commons requefted the King and Lords 
to rellore their Speaker to them, &c. the 
Judges being demanded of their countel 
therein, after mature deliberation, they 
aniwered, Jt was not their part to judge of 
the Parliament, which may judze of the Law.” 
Selden’s Fudicature, p. '55.—Upon the 
revival of liberty at the Kevolution, the 
Houfe of Commons committed Sir Fran- 
cis Pemberton and Sir Thomas Jones to 
cuftody, becaufe, as Judges of the 
King’s-bench, they had given judgement 
to over-rule the plea of the Serjeant of 
the Houfe, in an action brought againft 
him for executing the orders of the Houfe. 
— Magna Charta is above five centuries 
old; one claufe of it is, That no free- 
man fhall be imprifoned but by confent 
of his peers, aut per legem terra. But 
as the dex parliamentiis part of the lex ter- 
r@, the experience of thefe centuries has 
thewn, that this claufe, contrived againit 
the power of the King and of indivi- 
duals, was never meant to affect the lex 
parliamenti, when the Houtes acted within 
their powers, and quitted not precedent. 
— The charters of the city are 2s old as 
the time of the Conqueror, and in one 
of them, in the time of Edward III. the 
ing declared, That, *“* no fummons, 
attachment, or executions, be made by 
any of the officers of us, or our heirs, 
y writ or without writ, within the li- 
berty of the faid city, but only by mi- 
nifters of the faid city.” But in all this 
ume, no lawyer hath ever dreamed, that 






the King’s confent to limit the operation 
of his own writ, which without fuch 
limitation muft have been executed in 
the city by his own officers, could ftop 
the procets of the Courts of Parliament, 
upon which the King has no power to 
impofe limitations, — Strange, that the 
Common Council of London thould have 
that courage which the firft courts on 
earth, one of which once ordered the 
heir-apparent of the crown into cultody, 
never poflefied 5 and that knowledge of 
law, which the expounders of the law 
have not; Strange, that the Common 
Council thould find out, inthe year 1771, 
what all their predeceflors, learned as 
they were, have been ignorant of fince 
the beginning of the nionarchy. 

The apology is furely not gracious 
from men who pretend zeal for liberty, 
The exclufion of the power of the Com- 
mons is not founded in Common law, or 
Statute law, or law of Parliament, or in 
decilfion of Courts; but it is founded 
upon Royal Charters, which, it is pre- 
tended, give an exemption from the ju- 
rifdi¢tion of the Commons. What 1s 
this, but to exait the power of the crown 
at the expence of the law of the land ? 
what but to maintain, that the preroga- 
tive of the King can ftop the exercife of 
the unqueftionable rights of a Houfe of 
Parliament 2? The tendency of the ar- 
gument is, to withdraw three fourths of 
the people of England from the jurifdic- 
tion of the Houfe of Commons, and to 
enable the crown to withdraw the reft. 
For the fame pretended exemption by 
charter which the city of London has, 
almoft every other corporation in the 
kingdom poffeffes ; and the crown may 
create new corporations, with the fame 
exemptions, 

But it is fortunate for the people of 
England, that the doctrine is as weak as 
itis wicked. It has been agreed by all 
lawyers fince the Revolution, I had al- 
mott faid fince the Conqueft, that all 
charters of the crown are unavailing a- 
gainit the law of the land, and its jurif- 
dictions. The charter of the city, re- 
ftored by parliament at the Revolution, 
reftored the city exactly to the condition 
it was in before its charter was forfeited; 
that is, it reftored it tothe hizheft of all 
fiates, its former flate of fubjection to 
the rules of the law of England, and to 
the jurifdictions of England, 

The Houfe of Commons is the grand 
ingueft of the nation: by the extent - 
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the field of its inquiry, and the fudden- 
nefs of its movements, it has hitherto 
kept in awe the minifters of the crown. 
Thefe well knew, that not even within 
the arms of their fovereign, and much 
lefs in the walls of a corporation, could 
be found fanctuaries againtt the jaftice of 
an irritated Houfe of Commons. But 
the prefent claim would make the juftice 
of the Commons depend for the future 
upon the delays, the indolence, the ti- 
midity, or the factions of the mechanics 
of Londoa. ‘To impair the privileges of 
the Houfe of Commons, is to weaken 
their hands ; and to weaken their hands, 
is to fap the democratical part of the go- 
vernment, and to remove the great, and 
perhaps only, barrier remaining to the 
people againit the power of the Crown. 
If the people give the firft blows to the 
bate, the crown will foon follow with 
ethers, umil, by the repeated efforts of 
both, the glorious fabrick of the con- 
Ritution fhall be tumbled to the grouad. 

Who afks the introduction of this no- 
velty? Is it the Crown, which might re- 
joice at its fuccefs, if the Crown withed 
to humble the people by humbling their 
repretentatives? Js it the Houfe of 
Peers, which might triumph over the 
misfortunes of a rival? Is it the great 
landed intereft? Is it the great body of 
the Merchants of England, equal in dig- 
nity to the Nobility of other countries ? 
Is it the other Corporations of the king- 
dom, who all have the fame intereft with 
the City of London in the pretention ? 
Js it the united clamours of the popu- 
face, drunk with the cries of liberty as 
they are, while they thank not Heaven 
for the daily enjoyment of it?) No! It 
is fome dozens of the Common Council 
of London; a body into which the 
men af great property and high cha- 
racter in the city avoid to enter, be- 
caufe they like not to affociate with 

1can men, got up by mean arts. Thefe 
are the perfons who would arrogate to 
themielves the power of controling one 
of the great wheels of the machine of the 
Englih government; men low in birth, 
education, degree, fortune, talents, and 
virtue. The words I ufe may feem 
hard; but perfons who are accuftomed 
in publications to throw out falfehoods 
againh{ others, muft fubmit fometimes 
to hear truth againft themfelves ; and 
giving no quarter, they muft not expect 
that they are continually to mect with

"THE feafon for planting not being o- 

ver, the occupiers of land may re. 
ceive benefit from the following hints, 
Nothing is eafier than to raife good quick 
hedges, though they are feldom feen, 
Some have fet one after another for forty 
years, and raifed tbin, canker-eatep 
branches, the leaves falling in the midi 
of fummer, and the root decaying alf 
the year, The reafon is, planting the 
fets too thick, they have no room to 
thrive, but hafte towards old age when 
they fhould be in full vigour. To pre. 
vent this, fet the roots at leaft fix feet 
diftance, After the third year’s fhoot, 
ftake them even with the ground, let 
the branches grow upwards, and as they 
grow large, bend them towards eac! 
other, making a kind of thin hurdle; 
but keep the leading fhoot ftill upon the 
carth. The effect will be, that the hedge 
will grow faft, and prevent man or beat 
from breaking through ; it will latt fe- 
veral generations, and the verdure be 
very ftriking. By fowing the feed in- 
ftead of planting the root feaces may be 
railed very cheap. Make them by 4 
Rtraight line, as crooked hedges are al- 
ways a lols,

Truth, in oppofition to fophiftry and {cep- 
ticiim. By Fames Beattie, LL. D. Pro- 
felor of Moral Philofophy and Logic in 
the Marifchal college and univerfity of 
Aberdeen.

N our Magazine for Auguft Taft we 

gave an account of this performance. 
It may now be agreeable to fome of our 
readers to be informed, that there are 
confiderable enlargements and improve- 
ments in this fecond edition; feveral 
new illuftrations being added in the 
courfe of the work. But the moft con- 
fiderable addition is The Pofi/cript; in 
which the author juftifies the warmth 
with which he has entered into this con- 
troverfy with the fceptics ; a warmth, 
for which he fays he has been much bia- 
med by fome ** who wanted to prepof- 
fefs the minds of thofe who had not read 
this performance, with an unfavourable 
opinion both of it and of its author.” — 
“ Had the fceptical philofophers,” fays 
he, ** confined themfelves to thofe inof- 
fenfive wranglings that fhow only the 
fubtlety and captioufnefs of the difpu- 
tant, but affeé& not the principles of hu- 
man conduét, they never would have 
found an opponent in me. My  paffion 
for writing is not ftrong; and my love 
of controverfy fo weak, that, if it could 
“ways be avoided with a fafe confcience, 
fwould never engage init at all, But 
when doctrines are publithed fubverfive 
e morality and religion ; — dotrines, 
which f perceive, and have it in my 
power to expofe, the ablurdity, my duty 
tothe public forbids me to be filent ; 
“pecially when I fee, that, by the influ- 
cnce ot fafhion, folly, or more criminal 
caules, thofe doétrines fpread wider and 
Wider every day, diffufing ignorance, 
mitery, and licentioufnefs, where-ever 
ey prevail. Let us oppofe the tor- 
ent, though we fhould not be able to 
Cieck it, ‘Fhe zeal and example of the 
weak, have often roufed to aétion, and 
‘o victory, the flumbering virtue of the 
firong.”’ 

He goes on to fhow, that though there 
Te Many points of opinion in which all 
“co Ought to cultivate moderation and 
Emre *< there are others in regard 
Which a ftrong conviction produces 
‘ie belt effects, and doubt and hefitation 
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the worft: ‘ and thefe,” fays he, “ are 
the points that our fceptics labour to 
fubvert, and I to eftablifh, That the 
human foul is a real and permanent fub- 
ftance, that God is infimtely wife and 
good, that virtue and vice are efientially 
different, that there ts fuch a thing as 
truth, and that man in many cafes Is ca- 
pable of difcovering it, are fome of the 
principles which this book is intended to 
vindicate from the obje@tions of fcepti- 
cifm. Attempts have been made to per- 
fuade us, that there is no evidence of 
truth in any fcience; that the human 
underftanding ought not to believe any 
thing, but rather to remain in perpetual 
fufpenie between oppofite opinions ; that 
it is unreafonable to believe the Deity to 
be perfectly wife and good, or even to 
exift; that the foul of mar has nothing 
permanent in its nature, nor indeed any 
kind of exiftence diftinct from its prefent 
perceptions, which are continually chan- 
ging, and will foon be at an end ; and that 
moral diftinctions are ambiguous, de- 
pending rather on human caprice and 
fafhion, than on the nature of things, or 
the divine will. This fcepticifm, the 
reader will obferve, is totally fubverfive 
of fcience, morality, and religion both 
natural and revealed. And this is the 
feepticifm which | am blamed for having 
oppofed with warmth and earneftnefs, 

I defire to know, what good effects 
this tcepticifm is likely to produce? *¢ It 
humbles,” we are told, ** our pride of 
underftanding.” Indeed! Andare they 
to be confidered as patterns of humility, 
who fet the wifdom of all former ages at 
nought, bid defiance to the commor 
fenfe of mankind, and fay to the wifett 
and bedt men that ever did honour to 
our nature, Ye are fools or hypocrites ; 
we only are candid, honeft, and faga- 
cious! Isthis humility! Would I be 
humble, if I were to fpeak and aét in 
this manner! Every man of fenfe would 
pronounce me loft to all thame, an apo- 
{tate from truth and virtue, an enemy 
to human kind ; and my own cordcience 
would juftify the cenfure.” 

The prevention of bigotry is faid to be 
one of the happy effects of modern fcep- 
ticifm. But this author proves, that 
though fceptics are no bigots in matters 
of common fenfe arid univerfal opinion, 
they entertain the moft obftinate bigotry 
in regard to their own paracoxes. as 
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20 Beattie’s Effay on Truth. 


He proceeds to evinee the propriety of 
pleading the caufe of natural and reveal- 
ed religion with a warmth proportion- 
ed to the importance of the fubject. 
« When our fubje&t,” fays he, “ lies 
near our heart, our language muft be 
animated, or it will be worte than life- 
lefs ; it will be affected and hypocritical. 
Now what fubject can lie nearer the 
heart of a Chriftian, or of aman, than 
the exiftence and perfections of God, 
and the immortality of the human foul? 
Jf he can not, if he ought not, to hear 
with patience the blafphemies belched 
by unthinking profligates in their com- 
mor converiation, with what temper of 
mind will he hften or reply to the cool, 
infidious, and envenomed impieties of 
the deliberate Atheiit !” 

“ Far be it,’ fays Dr Beattie, ‘¢ from 
the lover of truth to imitate the Infidel 
authors in milreprefentation, or in en- 
deavouring to expofe their adverfatries to 
unmerited ridicule. But 1f a man were 
to obtain a patent for vending poifon, it 
would be very hard to deny bis neigh- 
bour the privilege of felling the antidote. 
iftheir zeal in fpreading and recom- 
mending their doctrines be fuffered to 
pafs without cenafure, our zeal in vindi- 
cating ours has at lealt as good a title to 
pafs uncenfured. If this is not allowed, 
I mutt fuppofe, that the prefent race of 
infidels, like the jure divino kings, ima- 
gine themfelves invefted with fome pe- 
culiar fanctity of charaCter ; that what- 
ever they are pleafed to fay is to be re- 
ceived as law and the fafluon; and that 
to contradict their will, or even addrefs 
them without proitration, is indecent 
and criminal. I know not whence it is 
that they aflume thefe airs of faperiority, 
Is it from the high rank fome of them 
hold in the world of letters? [would 

have them to know, that it is but a fhort 
time fince that high rank was either 
yielded to, or claimédby, fuch perions, 
Spinoza, Hobbes, Collins, Woolfton, 
and the reft of that tribe, were within 
thefe forty or fifty years accounted a 
very contemptible brotherhood. The 
great geniufes of the laft age treated 
them with little ceremony; and would 
not, I fuppofe, were they now alive, 
pay more refpect to imitators, copiers, 
and plagiaries, than they did to the ori- 
“ane authors. If the enemies of our re- 

igion would profit by experience, they 

might learn, from the fate of fome of 
their mof renowned brethren, that in-

fidelity, however fathionable and lucra. 
tive, is not the moft convenient field for 
a fuccefsful difplay of genius. Frver 
fince Voltaire, ftimulated by avarice, 
and other dotages incident to unprip. 
cipled old age, formed the fcheme of 
turning a penny by writing three or four 
volumes yearly againft the Chriftian reli. 
gion, he has dwindled from a_ genius of 
no common magnitude into a paltry 
book-maker; and now thinks he does 
great and terrible things, by retailing 
the crude and jong-exploded notions of 
the freethinkers of the laft age, which, 
when feafoned with afew miftakes, mif- 
reprefentations, and ribaldries, of his 
own, form fuch a mefs of falfehood, im- 
piety, obfcenity, and other abominable 
ingredients, as nothing but the montftrons 
maw of an illiterate infidel can cit her di- 
geft or endure. Several of our moft fa- 
mous iceptics have lived to fee the 
greateft part of their profane tenets con- 
futcd. IL hope, and earneftly with, they 
may live to make a full recantation, 
Some of them muft have known, and 
many of them might have known, that 
their tenets were confuted before they 
adopted them: yet did they adopt them 
notwithftanding, and difplay thein to the 
world with as much confidence as if no- 
thing had ever been advanced on the o- 
ther fide.” 
Towards the conclufion we mect with 
the following remarks, ‘ Liberty ot 
fpeech and writing is one of thole high 
privileges that diltinguifh Great Britain 
from allLother nations, Every good fub- 
je@ withes, that it may be preivived te 
the lateft pofterity ; and would be tory 
to fee the civil power interpofe to check 
the progrefs of rational inquiry. ay; 
when inquiry ceafes to be rational, and 
becomes both whimfical and pernicious, 
advancing, as far as fome late authors 
have carried it, to controvert the firt 
principles of knowledge, morality, 4 
religion, and confequently the tunda 
mental laws of the Britifh governments 
and of all welk-regulated focieity; ¢vea 
then, it muft do more hurt than gvod to 
oppofe it with the arm of flefh. For 
perfecution and punifhment for the iake 
of opinion, feldom fail to ftrengthen the 
party they are intended to fuppre!s ; and 
when opinions are combated by fuch 
weapons only, (which would pr bably 
be the cafe if the law were to interpol’s 
a fufpicion.arifes in the minds of mes 
that no. other weapons are to be had;

Know not how it has been taken fot 

granted, that in the firft ages of the 
world men were no better than modern 
favages ; and indeed great pains have 
been taken to fhow how they were gra~ 
dually civilized and poltfhed into the e: 
cellent beings they are now found. Th at 
favares have been, and fill are, will ad- 
mit of no difpute. But from the begin- 
ning, we have good reafon to believe, 
that men were not fo. ‘The pocts took 
the matter right; and they were the 
greateft and moft learned men, All a- 
gree, that in the beginning there was 
what is called the Golden age: and wa 
they image fuch a ftate of mankind | 
could never have entered into a reafov- 
able man’s head, if a foundation had 
not been given by fome old tradition 
handed down to them ; as the ftate they 
defcribe is almoft as unnatural as the fup- 
pofition of men and other animals rifing 
out of the mud of the Nile. 

Mofes has given us the rife of this tra- 
dition, and his account of the true ori- 
gin and original {tate of mankind is fo 
natural, that many, nay moft learned 
men, have taken it for granted, that na- 
tural reafon could have difcovered it;
